for ablutions, cousisting of half a dozen china 
Wasl-bowls aud as many roilers, for the men 
only. Ladies had a small room for theirown 
use. 

Out of all the meals served on highways 
and byways, but twowere uneaiable. They 
were both served at the same place, Bay St 
Louis, near New Orleans; but even in this 
instance, Cleailiness was not lacking, and 
good milk and crackers were to be hal; the 
remainder of the dinner embraced smal! fish, 
60 full of bones that it would have taken 
more than the twenty minutes allowed 
to dissect them, very tough — steak, 
eggs fred out of recoguition and 
ham as hard as a stone. But 
this bill of fare was forgiven when a dozen 
little darkies, swinging their hecis behind 
them, came running alons, holding above 
their woolly heads and black faces huge bou- 
quets of superb masnolia blossoms and big 
bunches of the fragrant, snowy cape jessa- 
mines, in a setting of feathery green ferns. 

The usual price of meals on the road is 50 
cents, the highest 75 cents, and at Dal- 
ton, Ga., the other night, delicious fried 
chicken, new-laid eggs, cold ham, beefsteak, 
potatoes, delightful flanuel-cakes, strawber- 
ries and cream, were served for 50 cents. As 
a rule, the cooking is good, even in private 
families, and much as the demoralization of 
the negro since the war is lamente 4, it is bet- 
terthan in the north. Dinah can beat 
Bridget every time. 

Consideration for the northerners prompts 
the putting of cold bread on the table, thouzh 
it is passed to you with a look of mixed pity 
and contempt. Hot soda biscuit, raised rolls, 
corn muffins and bread, and beaten biscuits 
are put on the table three times a day just as 
they come out of the oven. 

In whatever form the southerner takes bis 
corn it must be piping hot. Of the different 
wanieties of bread, the beaten biscuit. is 
esteemed the most delicate; nothing but 
flour and water enters into its composition, 
and when mixed into a cake of dough it is 
beaten against a marble slab for a full half- 
hour, being again and again re loced ~ the

| ject to it, but domesticated ones are, Cases 
of cancer are becoming frequent among 
thoroughbred animals, which ave protected 
from expvsure, tended with the greaiest care, 
and supplied with ihe best of fvod. 

Another peculiarity of cancer is that it is 
muca more likely te cecur in persons who are 
otherwise in appare.t perfect bealth, ani in 
the maturity of life, than in those who are 
frailand sckly, or are subjec’ to the weake 
hess common to infaney and old age. It is 
most likely toaffl ct maiusind at mii tie age, 
when lite is most enjoyable to its pussessol 
and most useful to others. It generally ap 
pears in persons of robust 
linbs, an? active habits. To use a paradox, 
itisa disenss of heath, The piclessivnual 
invalid need not fear cancer, 
weak and secily to atiac« the strony and 
vigorous, Coustitutions that are very liable 
to other diseases appear to be proof a;ainsi 
cancer.
